I have therefore arranged 
my own on the following lines and probably you might desire to so arrange 
youts, hence this letter. 


Taking ordinary brown paper, sheets 10" x 20" and cut up tke blue 
Frintsand paste them on these sheets, stiffening the brown rarer skeets at 
one end by pasting on tracing cloth doubled one thickness on each face and 
inserting eyelets and binding them together by a cord. A stiff cover can
